Train-truck collision kills”

Commissioners advised to 
tighten reciprocal agreements

Crawford county prosecutor John 
Huss recommended county 


_ commissioners tighten up the wording 


onreciprocal waste agrcements before 
they sign any more, 

Reviewing the current wording of 
the county’s reciprocal waste 
agreements, Huss recommended that 
the following items be considered 
before signing more: 

1, Set a time limit after notification 
of termination for the other counties 
to find an alternate disposal site. 

2. Include a definition of hazardous 
waste in the reciprocal agreements. 

3. Specify a volume of waste to be 
allowed in the landfill. 

4. Specify a term of years in each 
reciprocal agreement. 

5. Allow for cutback or termination 
of the agreement if the landfill is used 
more quickly than anticipated. 


6. Include breech of contract 


penalties in the reciprocal agreements. 

Huss concluded by emphasizing that 
the county does have an obligation 
under the terms of the sale to assist

reciprocal agreements as the solid 
waste management plan must be 
reviewed every five years anyhow. 
She said that C.E.S. had been patient 
and requested the commissioners live 
up to the terms of the sale, signing 
reciprocal agreements as soon as 
possible. A chart of counties C.E.S. 


seeks reciprocal agreements with is 
shown on page 3. The commissioners 
have tabled signing a waste reciprocal 
agreement with Grand Traverse 
County. 

Huss was requested by the 
commissioners to research specific 
legal concerns raised at various 
meetings concerning several aspects 
of the sale and management of the 
landfill. 

Huss informed the commissioners 
that he began his research by looking © 
first at documents related to sale of the 
landfill to City Management, Inc.

she will be asked a series of questions 
regarding her location, the members 
of her immediate family and her 
situation. All information provided 
by the caller is held in confidence. 

If the caller docs not need shelter 
but is interested in attending a support 
group, an appointment will be 
scheduled and she willbe given further 
instructions. If the woman needs 
shelter, arrangements wil! be made 
regarding transportation and she will 
be given further instructions. 

After a family arrives at the Shelter, 
their immediate needs such as 
emergency medical treatment, meals 
or clothing are met first. Once the 
family is settled, the adult will go 
through an “intake” process. There 
are several forms which must be 
completed as well as a discussion of 
house rules and safety and 
confidentiality procedures. 

The Shelter has capacity for 16 
women and children. Male victims 
are offered safe housing outside of the 
Shelter home. While in the Shelter, 
the women meet with a Client 
Advocate whodevelopsa service plan. 
This may include pursuing her rights 
under the Victims of Crime Act, 
seeking legal assistance, housing, or 
medical care forherselfor her children, 
finding employment, returning to 
school or other decisions regarding 
her future. If there are children 
involved, the parent and children will 
also meet with the Child Advocate to 
create a service plan for the children’s 
needs. 

CHOICE LEFT TO VICTIM 

Divorce is not advocated by River 
House staff nor do they advocate 
returning to a dangerous situation. 
River House staff advocate for the 
right for a woman to choose what she 
feels is the best decision for herself 


and her family. 

Information regarding who is in the 
Shelter or who has called the Shelteris 
not given out. Staff and volunteers 
who answer the phones can only take 
messages and give them out to Shelter 
staff. If the woman contacts River 
House, she will be given the message, 
but it is up to her to decide if she 
wishes to return the calls. Shelter 
residents are not allowed to have 
visitors on the premises during their 
stay. 

Most families remain in the Shelter 
for fourteen days. Women are 
encouraged to continue attending 
support group meetings or to seek 
outside counseling after they exit the 
Shelter, 

The staff and volunteers of River 
House are available to assist domestic 
violence victims from Crawford, 


Oscoda, Ogemaw, and Roscommon 


counties 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. Help is just a phone. call away 
(517) 348-8972. Collect calls are 
always accepted. 

River House, anon-profitagency, is 
an operating unit of Mercy Hospital, 
Grayling. Funding is provided by the 
State Domestic Violence Board, 
Federal Office of Criminal Justice, 
Michigan State Housing ‘and 
Development Authority, United Ways, 
foundations, corporations, community 


groups, individuals, and other pubic 


sources. 

Approximately 15% of River House 
funds come from the Office of Criminal 
Justice through the Victims of Crime 
Act.

Beaver Creek Township discusses 
regional participation at landfill 


By Petra Hellthaler 

Three representatives for City 
Environmental Services Inc. of Waters 
(CES) addressed the Beaver Creek 
Township Board at their monthly 
meeting held Monday, April 13. Susan 
Johnson, environmental counsel, and 
John Menna, environmental engineer, 
brought maps as well as information 
on typical landfill cells and the 
environmental safeguards guaranteed 
by City Management Corporation, 
CES’ parentcompany. Area manager, 
Gary Crosby, sat in the audience with 
the few attendees and was available to 
answer questions. 

CES currently hasa license from the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) for 80 acres of land and has 
asked for an additional 160 acres, 
according to Johnson. The additional 
acreage is adjacent to the current 
landfill site in Maple Forest Township. 
The cell type shown at the meeting is 
‘35: feet. deep and would take 
approximately one year to fill with 
‘solid waste. 

The design calls for a lining of filter 
fabric, primary and secondary liners 
and three feet of compacted clay. There 
would be two drainage layers, a 
stormwater draining ditch, gas 
detection well, passive gas 


management system vented to th 
atmosphere, and groundwate: 
monitoring wells checked four times: 
year. Detection systems and pump: 
would be in place should any liquic 
reach the liners. The six cells plannec 
for the Crawford County landfil: 
replace the old method of simply 
digging a large hole. 

When filled, the cells will be capped 
with a layer of soil, poly vinyl chloride 
(PVC), a soil cover, then vegetation. 
Oncecapped,acellcannot be reopened 
without the DNR’s permission. City 
Management Corporation’s Wayne 
County facility makes electricity from 
the gas at that fill and is selling it to 
Detroit Edison. No such plans are in 
place for this site. 

All waste must be apnroved for this 
site and Johnson added that even 
though these cells are almost a 


_ hazardous waste design, “[We are] noi 


going to take hazardous waste. Never, 
never, never,” Approval numbers are 
issued and random tests will be made 
by the company to assure compliance. 
Participation of many morecounties 
in the Crawford County landfill is 
needed to defray the cost of cleanup o! 
the present fill and building of the new 
cells. Flow control continues to be a 
serious issue at the local level, Johnson 


‘told the board, “We would not have 
bought the fandfill without the 
additional counties . . . we need the 
ability tocompete with other landfills. 
Spreading costs around the counties 
prevents rates from being raised .. . If 
we can’t get other counties [to 
participate], we'd try to give the landfill 
back. Most of these people [other 
counties} have used this landfill and 
caused the problem [of cleanup].” To 
treasurer Terry McGregor’s comment 
that “flow contrcl takes away township 
options,” Johnson responded, “We 
would rather enter into long-term 
contracts with everyone rather than 
have flow control. We'll see how it 
goes.” 

It was pointed out by a Beaver Creek 
resident that without the sale, the 
county would have had to hire 
consultants at greatexpense. The State 


of Michigan also passed new waste 


management rules but no funding to 
go along with upgrading of sites. City 
Management has construction and 
remedial companies and has “‘the best 
engineering staff in the state,” said 
Johnson. In describing Menna, 
Johnson said, “John is like our cop. 
He looks over shoulders to make sure 
they’re doing things right.”

Grayling soldiers help move 
mountains for poor Panamanians 


By Shirley D. Schmeock 

A group of 32 soldiers representing 
the 1438th Engineering Detachment 
from Camp Grayling became a “small 
constriction company” recently while 
moving mountains, quite literally, in 
the uncompromising hills of Panarna. 
Villages inaccessible by motor vehicle 
were made accessible by the group, as 
they lent tangible support and hard 
assistance to remove old world charm 
and replace it with windows, doors, 
and screens from the good old U. S. of 
A, 

SSG Ron Hall and SSG Richard 
Riggs, both of Grayling, were but two 
of the “vertical engineers” who were 
prepared, alerted, then not called to 
serve during the Persian Gulf conflict 
last year, When the opportunity was 
presented to the company recently to 
take on the rigors of jungle life without 
running water, electricity, modern 
plumbing, recognizable roads, they 
could not sign up for the duty fast 
enough. When told of the cultural 
disadvantages faced by the 
Panamanians stretched one’s 
imaginations and that Herrera Province 
was So poor there were no hospitals or 
schools, not a single member of the 
1438th took their name off the list. In 
essence, the detachment was ready, 
willing, and determined to face 
whatever Task Force Badger assigned 
them to do or undo. . 

“We used part of the Santiago 
Maximum Security Prison for our base 
camp,” Hall says. “But the guards 
don’t yell ‘Halt!’ down there, they just 
shoot. What they do with their 
prisoners is not at all what we do in the 
States,” he says. “Nine people tried to 
escape when we were there. Prisoners

aren't jailed for long; they’re air 
dropped on some island in the Pacific 
and Icft to fend for themselves.” 
Disbursing out of this interesting 
. lacility, squads of 8-10 soldiers, 
including medical personnel, were 
given assignments roughly 50-100 
miles into the interior where 80-100 
foot rivers were forded on foot, as no 
bridge constructionexisted. Theroads 
were so bad that morning and evening 


' meals were airlifted into the camps by 


helicopter. “Most of the people lived 
in bamboo huts,” SSG Hall explains, 
“and it’s hard to tell people just how 
primitive these villages were. 
Everything we did for the people was 
appreciated far beyond the normal 
thanks. And because they have 
absolutely nothing at ail, anything we 
gave them was like Christmas. We 
showed them magazines with pictures 
of snow. The kids loved that. And 
they think America is the most 
wonderful country in the world.” 

“When we first rolled into their 
village, itwas Ash Wednesday. About 
200, maybe 300 people were going to 
church. They stopped and just stared 
atus. It’s very easy to become attached 
to them, too, because they’re so 
thankful for what we do for them. 
They go everywhere on horseback or 
walk, No one in the village had ever 
seen the kind of equipment we brought 
with us to do the work on their 
schoolhouse.” 

Vertical engincering, it was 
explained, is construction work 
consisting of things done upand down, 
such as doors, windows, electrical, 
plumbing, cement work. Horizontal 
engineering, of course, is work like 
“Every 


person in America should goand serve 
people who have so little,” SSG Hall 
inserts. “Every one of us wanted to 
bring the little kids home with us. 
They were so darned cute. When this 
tour came up, our equipment and 
everything we had was in top notch 
condition because we had to spend so 
long on alert during the Persian Gulf 
crisis. But it was worth it. One thing 
we weren't prepared for though, and 
that was the weather in Panama. It was 
over 100 degrees every day. The 
country sits on the Sixth Parallel, and 
between 11 in the morning and 2 in the 
aftemoon, it gets up to 120,” 

“Our group met with logistical 
nightmares all the way in,” SSG Riggs 
begins. “I was assigned to a FAST 
group (Forward Area Support Team) 
and we had to push our way into the 
mountains, I’ma generator mechanic, 
so I went ahead with the road crew. 
The roads in that country are so bad 
that we had to cut through the terrain 
with a bulldozer. One of our dump 
trucks went over acliff, but luckily the 
driver was OK. Calling it a road 
actually,” he laughs, “is to call a two- 
track donkey trail a freeway. That 
road was a joke.” 

“Construction at the school, once 
we got to the village, was interesting 
too. The school was masonry, but 
only two walls were standing. There 
were no windows or doors on the 
building, so we finished the walls and 
even built them a kitchen. The only 
well in the entire place is near the 


school, and when we ficed up our 


generator, the whole town ran away 
fromus. Inorder to operate our power 
tools, we had to have electricity. But 
the people came back right away just

They always 
offered, but when we found out it was — 
lizard and iguana soup, we stayed away 
from anything we didn’t recognize. 
One day we cracked open a crate of 
apples, and you should have seen the 
lite kids go for them.”

“And do they have the energy,” 
Riggs continues with the dialogue. 
“We were working on a sand bag 
detail one day, and the kids took over 
from us just so they could help.

“Ina 
minute! We’re getting organized now 
to send over some gift packages with 
books, color crayons, and toys. We 
want to send school supplies 
especially, and pictures of our families. 
They were all so good tous that we just 
want to do something for the kids.”
